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Continuation of 3. NOTE: the added language would require further consideration and at a glance, does not appeared to overcome the 
prior art of record. In addition, the added language does not include the subject matter as discussed in the interview held on 8/17/05. As 
repeatedly mentioned, Cattaneo teaches the gap because, from fig. 6, one can see that the hump 16 discontinue in area where ref. 14 is 
located and then continues again on the other side. This area is the gap which does not include the hump 16. As argued in the remarks 
filed 9/29/05, Applicant stated that the hump of Applicant's invention would last longer than Cattaneo's hump because Cattaneo's hump 
was not designed to last. Unfortunately, the Examiner does not find this argument very persuasive. Patentability for an apparatus claim 
does not lies in the fact that the apparatus last longer than a prior art's apparatus. Applicant has no proof of such allegation, thus, will not 
be considered by the Examiner. The final rejection still stands. 
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
